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ALLIED GRAND STRATEGY

“Grand '' bai, is t 
which national policy impinges on the 
strictly military conduct of operations. 
It*may even be a case of several distinct 
national policies, which do not quite 
coincide. There is thus a strong 
element of compromise that is foreign 
to plain, technical strategy. In making 
a compromise there must always be an 
element of doubt—what interest to 
sacrifice, how far to go in concession, 
at what stage to take a particular 
step. Fot, even in grand strategy a 
faulty compromise will prove bad and 
dangerous to the common cause. 

In a general way it must be conceded 
that the cardinal rule, “first things 
first,” was largely followed out by the 
Allies. It was reasonabe to send aid 
to Russia; a certain quota could be 
spared, and it certainly has been turned 
to good account. Again, it was sounder 
to attack in Libya in preference to 
trying to open up a completely new 
front. For these reasons the Far East 
had to be put on the long finger, as it 
were. 


A LIABILITY 


This would not have mattered had 
Singapore been the powerful asset it 
was popularly thought to be—instead 
of the liability it has proved. More 
must be said about Singapore in the 
sequel. Meantime, instead of serving as 
a secure fleet base and pivot of 
maneuvre—for which purpose alone 
it was developed—it now calls for 
enormous ferces of all kinds for its 
mere passive defence. It is now being 
made clear that Singapore was never 
what it purported to be—a sure and 
reliable point d’appui, For this 
neither the present British Government 
nor Air-Marshal Brooke-Popham can 
be blamed fairly—not even at all. The 
blame rests much further back. 

But. if no great fault is to be found 
with Allied grand strategy in the order 
of priority between the several efforts, 
it is not possible to say the same 
about the magnitude and intensity of 
the efforts inside particular theatres of 
operations. It is difficult to escape 
the conclusion that both troops and 
material were held back in Britain 
which might have been spared for 
active operations elsewhere. At no 
time for over half a year was Britain 
in any danger of invasion. Nor is it 
easy to be convinced that the shipping 
‘problem was insoluble. 

Probably the Allies are now free 
from real anxiety regarding the supply 
of mercantile shipping. The recent 
extension of submarine activity to the 
Atlantic coast of North America has 
been marked by initial successes—some 
eight merchantmen having been sunk 
up to now. This is understandable, 
and will continue until adequate anti- 
submarine operations are organised in 
these waters. No doubt, considerable 
numbers of American and Canadian 
small craft will have to concentrate 
against these particular submarines, 
but these small craft would not in any 
event have been capable of more 
distant operations. They are essentially 
defensive ships. 


SMALL RESULTS 


It would seem as if Atlantic supply 
lines got the preference to, possibly, an 
undue extent. The sea distance from 
Liverpool to New York (3,052 miles) is 
almost identical with that from the 
same port to Alexandria (5,083 miles). 
Surely, every now and again, one or 
two ships might have been knocked off 
the North Atlantic route to transport 
some additional striking power to the 
Near East—where, as the sequel has 
proved, it would have been most accept- 
able. It now seems quite on the cards
